Summary of Record of Interview Requirements 



Manual of Patent Examining Procedure (MPEP), Section 713.04, Substance of Interview Must be Made of Record 

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview. 

Title 37 Code of Federal Regulations (CFR) § 1.133 Interviews 

Paragraph (b) 

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) (applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items: 

1 ) A brief description of the nature of any exhibit shown or any demonstration conducted,

(The identification of arguments need not be lengthy or elaborate. A verbatim or highly detailed description of the arguments is not 
required. The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context'of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and 

7) if appropriate, the general results or outcome of the interview unless already described in the Interview Summary Form completed by 
the examiner.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed 35 USC 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. Attorney explained that "exchanging only administrative changes" newly introduced in 
independent claim 9 is described in the specification: 

1) ". . .exchanging only administrative changes . . ." 

From the specification page2, lines 19 to 20 and further on page 1 , lines 18 to 21 it is clear that the object of the 
invention is the administration and -more specifically- the change of the database of the telecommunication system. 
The administration only makes sense, if the changes are stored, e.g. into a (the) database. 

In the specification, no other object of the invention is described. Especially on page 1, lines 18 ff. the term 
"administration" in this application is always related to changes of the database ("in order to be able to adapt the data 
basis . . .it is desirable to have a remote administration function so as to be able to perform the changes . . ."). 

On page 5, "Brief description of the drawings" it is stated for every figure that the messages are related to the Log-On 
(figure 2), the Log-Off (figure 4) and the administration (" . . .data transfer . . .during remote administration . . .")(figure 
3). 

Moreover on page 1 1 , lines 8 - 12, it is clearly expressed that the "administration" is intended for administrative 
changes to the database (" . . .to manipulate and change the data base of the telecommunications system online.") 

2) Messages in the figures 

The message name "PC_APO_DATA_IND" is an abbreviation for "personal-computer-to-application-online-module 
data indication". This message is a header for following data. After this header the data (not in the drawing) is sent 
(without the header) from the device-handler DHJ3EV to the module ONL ("online") and further to the module 
"LSJJPN" within the message D L_U P N_D AT_I N ("device-handler to UPN-module data input"). The data is interpreted 
by the virtual device (L3JJPN) as key-strokes of a real user. The virtual device is only for administration purposes, 
and so all the data and the messages are for the purpose of administrative changes of the database. It is clear that the 
data must be used for changing the database, because otherwise no administration in the sense of page 1, lines 20 ff. 
would take place. Besides this, on page 9, lines 16 to 19, it is expressed clearly that the data is for administration 
purposes only ("this sets up the connection ... for the purpose of remote administration"), whereas on page 2, 
"Summary of the Invention" it is stated that the purpose of the administration is the "rapid manipulation of a data base 
for an operating telecommunication installation . . ." 

The UPN_APO_DATA_REQ message of Fig. 3 is a "Request" message from the virtual device to the PC. "Request" 
messages include Display messages, LED-states, signal-tones ("beeps") and the like. 
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
